greatest in these areas. 
By the end of this year, rayon 
and synthetic fiber capacity in 
Japan is expected to exceed the 
1951 capacity by 195 percent, ac­ 
cording to the study. Capacity in 
the Iron Curtain countries is ex­ 
pected to be 113 percent above the 
1951 level, and that in the minor 
producing countries is forecast at 
151 per cent greater. Growth of 
the industry from 1951 to the end 
of 1957 is projected at 49 percent 
for Western Europe and 46 per­ 
cent for the United States; world 
growth for the 6-year period is 
projected at 71 percent. 
Quantitatively, the growth in 
production of rayon and acetate 
staple (cellulosic fibers) 
on 
a 
world basis since 1951 has been 
nearly three times greater than 
that of the noncellulosic fibers, 
such as nylon, Dacron, and Orlon. 
The relatively more rapid growth 
in output of rayon and acetate

Hospital Movement Continues 


By JERRY JUNE BERGER 


' W hat s new on the hospital situation9 
is a 
question that we frequently hear. 


The snowball has actually begun to roll and a 
lot is being done although there isn t a whole lot 
of additional information that 
we can reveal cit 
present. 


An intensive survey has been made by Victor 
Probst, of the architectural firm of Probst and O Con 
nell of Austin, concerning the growth of Medina 
County and this area. He has gathered figures on 
the population change, the growth 
in tax assess 
ments, the rise in the county seat newspaper arcula 
tion and many other facts pertinent to showing why 
the county’s hospital needs have also changed. 


All these statistics serve to show why more and 
better hospital facilities are needed in this area. 


In addition to this, we hasten to add that our 
doctors are now required to serve more patients per 
doctor and this can be done most efficiently in clinics 
and hospitals. The era of horse and buggy medicine 
has passed, and the devoted country physician who, 
of necessity, had to go from house to house tending 
the ill and injured has gone with it. 


Therefore, our hospitals must keep pace with 
the times. They must continue to grow and improve 
with each new discovery of improved medicine. 


The procedure here in Medina County for secur­ 
ing what we need in hospital care will go along 
something like this: Members of the county-wide 
hospital committee, with representation from each 
town, will meet and discuss the findings of the 
Probst Survey, and consider the recommended needs. 
Next, the public will be told of the findings and a 
letter will go to each tax payer explaining the situa­ 
tion. The signatures of ten per cent of the taxpayers 
will be required on a petition to the county judge 
and county commissioners calling for an election, 
after which the election will be held and the situa­ 
tion left up to the voters. 


Recognizing the growing needs of our county, 
it should be easy for the voters to decide the issue 
with an overwhelming FOR. After all, it is the voter 
himself who stands to benefit most by having the 
best in medicbl care available.
